RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 6th June 1959 

No. s 17-PG(17)/59.— The Government of India have received 
the U' ministration Report of the Viiagapatam Port for the 
year 1957-58. The noteworthy features of the Report are as 
follows:— 

1. Finance 

The working of the port during the year disclosed a sur- 
plus of Rs. 50-32 lakhs under Port Fund as against Rs. 17'26 
lakhs in 1956-57. The surplus has been arrived at after 
providing for a contribution of Rs. 7 lakhs to the Deprecia- 
tion Reserve Fund. The Increase in the surplus is due 
mainly to more imports of foodgrains. Iron and Steel, fuel 
oil, cement bricks and tiles, gunnies, electrical goods, asphalt, 


bltumcnt damtner pitch and also to more exports of fuel oil 
in bulk, petrol, molasses, bunker coal, bunker oil and tobacco 
including cigars and cigarettes. 

The receipts of the Port Fund amounted to Rs. 143 82 
lakhs, as compared with Rs. 9655 lakhs during the previous 
year. 

2. Trade 

The total cargo handled during the year was 2493 lakh 
tons as against 1490 lakhs tons In 1956-57, thereby registering 
an increase of 10 03 lakhs tons. This Is explained by the 
up-ward trend in Imports and exports of the items specified 
in the preceding para. The total number of ships, including 
Nava] Vessels, that entered the Port was 566 as against 528 
in 1956-57, 

3. Capital Works 

Capital Works of an aggregate value of Rs. 50 73 lakhs were 
carried out during the year bringing the total capital outlay 
during the Post-War years to over Rs. 291 lakhs. This has 
considerably increased the capacity of the port to handle 
traffic. 

4. Amenities to the State 

The Staff Welfare Committee sanctioned Rs. 205/- towards 
relief for the loss of property and houses due to fire accidents, 
Rs. 160/- towards loss of pay of employee* on account - of 
long sickness and Rs. 852/- towards educational assistance 
such as school fees and examination fees, to the children of 
employees. In addition, grants of Rs. 900A and Rs, 500/- 
were made to the Viiagapatam Port Fund Gymkhana Club 
and Port Ladies Club respectively for the recreation and 
amusement of employees and their families. 

5. Reserve Fund 

The year closed with a balance of Rs. 55-74 lakhs in the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund, as agaimt Rs. 78 - 25 lakhs at the 
close of 1956-57.
